At last, after c what ‘seemed an 
eternity, we found the only dry 
land inhabited by -a tribe of 

Indians. Their reputation was 
anything but’ good, but it was 
better than facing a night in 
the boat at the mercy of mos- 
irgueri with the added danger 
fever. so we chose the 
Indians. As we paddled. toward 
the river bank, stealthy move- 
ments in the undergrowth 
warned us that the Indians 
were preparing to surround us. 
Extraordinary Request 
Then our interpreter made 
extraordinary request. 
namely, that the Englishman 
and paddlers should remain in 
the canoe, while he and I went 
jashore, unarmed, to meet the 
Indians. The Englishman re- 
fused; my placé was in “the boat, 
he said, ready to escape in case 
of trouble, but the ‘interpreter 
insisted that our lives depended 
on following “his instructions. 
So the two of us scrambled: up 
the slippery: pathway to the 
vil 


lage. 

The Indians faced us in a 
formidable-looking line. By the 
light of their torches we could 
see the gleam of spears. My 
kmees shook with fright! Then 
the chief stepped forward and, 
after a brief conversation with 
the interpreter, he came nearer 
and pleced a lean: brown hand 
on his shoulder.’ The inter- 
salute. 
“shaking hands,” 
Indian fashion. I prepared to 
do .. likewise, but the chief 
ignored me!. 

It was later explained to me 
why the interpreter insisted on 
my presence. The. appearance 
of a woman denotes a visit ‘of 
‘peace; in the jungles of the 
Amazon, Indians never take 
their women into battle, and if 
we had been out for gain or war 
I should not have been there.
